TITLES OF SUBSCRIPTION BOOKS 
WANTED. 


THE office of the PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY is now 
well advanced in the preparation of the new 
volume of the ‘‘ American Catalogue,” cover- 
ing the period July 1, 1890, to June 30, 1895. 
The basis of this’ Catalogue is primarily the 
‘Weekly record of new publications” of the 
PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY, which is annually trans- 
muted into the ‘‘Annual American Catalogue,” 
and, in that form, now furnishes the material 
for the five-yearly volume. Constant effort is 
made to make the record of the PUBLISHERS’ 
WEEKLY and the annual volumes as compre- 
hensive and complete as possible, but there is, 
nevertheless, a percentage of books issued each 
year not recorded, for lack of notification of their 
Publication or because no information regarding 
them is supplied by their publishers when re- 
quested. Publishers of subscription books are 
chiefly derelict in this respect. There is no 
class of books of which it is so difficult to ob- 
tain full and timely record. In mest cases 
knowledge of their issue is gained only from 
chance announcements or newspaper comment 
(which material is carefully gleaned within the 
PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY office), and repeated in- 
quiries fail to elicit satisfactory response; while 
often, when information is finally obtained, it is 
found that the books were published years pre- 
viously, and thus belong outside the limits of 
the period covered by the ‘‘American Cata- 


‘ logue.” It is the intention to include in the 


volume for 1890-95 as complete a record as is 
practicable of subscription books issued during 
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the period covered by that volume. Requests 
for such information have been often made in 
connection with the record of the PUBLISHERS’ 
WEEKLY; but such requests have heretofore 
appealed solely to bibliographical ardor for a re- 
sponse, and perhaps for that reason they have 
never brought forth especially satisfactory re- 
sults. Those connected with the book and 
library callings, particularly booksellers and 
library assistants, and others acquainted with 
subscription books, are now asked to send 
to the ‘‘ American Catalogue” titles of such 
books, published within the period July 1, 1890, 
to June 30, 1895, inclusive. Complete or ade- 
quate information regarding subscription books 
issued within that period and not recorded in 
the Annual American Catalogues will be paid 
for at the rate of five cents for each title. 
Payment will be made to the person whose sat- 
isfactory record of the book is first recetved at 
this office. This record should include author, 
publisher, date of publication, size, price, and 
any other information that can be given—the 
more the better. The only restrictions are that 
the book must have been published within the 
period July 1, 1890-June 30, 1895, and that it 
must not have been recorded in the Annual 
American Catalogues. 

‘*Many a mickle makes a muckle,” and there 
is no reason why an enterprising person, ac- 
quainted with the subscription-book trade or 
with the book trade generally, should not with 
the expenditure of some time and more patience 
clear in this way a sum that though small in 
items, would yet be decidedly ‘‘ worth while.” 

Titles should be sent as early as possible 
(without waiting to get long lists) to the Editor 
of the American Catalogue, P. O. Box 943, 
New York City. If desired, slips will be fur- 
nished for the record. 





‘* BOOKSELLERS’ LEAGUE” AFLOAT. 


BooKSELLERS in New York and vicinity will 
bear in mind the first annual excursion of the 
Booksellers’ League on June 29. The steamer 
Matteawan will leave the pier at foot of Twen- 
tieth Street, North River, at 2 P.M., sharp, for 
a trip up the Hudson as far as West Point 
and return. 

In addition to the trip the Entertainment 
Committee will provide an attractive programme 
in the form of music, singing, and recitations. 
The ship on the homeward trip will be deco- 
rated and illuminated in Japanese style. 
Among those expected to be present is Ed- 
ward W. Townsend, the author of ‘‘ Chimmie 
Fadden,” who has kindly consented to read se- 
lections from the sayings of ‘‘Chimmie.” Many 
of the members of the League will be accom- 
panied by their families, and altogether the ex- 
cursion is destined to be memorable in the brief 
history of the League and in the bookselling 
world of America. 
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A UNIVERSAL CATALOGUE OF LITERA- 
TURE, ART, ETC. 


AMONG the many objects to be labored for at 
the Dresden meeting of L’ Association Littéraire 
et Artistique Internationale (fully explained in 
our issue of April 20) is the foundation of a 
complete bibliography of the works of the en- 
tire world, in the shape ofa systematic catalogue 
of all existing works of literature, art, science, 
music, painting, architecture, etc. The value 
of such a catalogue is patent to all thinking 
people. It would put at the disposition of work- 
ers in every land a source of knowledge ef all 
works already existing, and would do away 
with much unneeded writing on subjects already 
fully treated, 

Up to date the great libraries and museums 
have done but little to supplement one another 
and to bring clearly before the world their 
especialtreasures. This separation is a great 
obstacle to the rapid spreading of ideas to the 
various intellectual centres. All interested in 
progress agree that it is to the advantage of all 
nations to establish intellectual communication, 
all have much to give and much to receive, and 
it is important for all the world to facilitate as 
far as possible this intellectual exchange. No 
individual government, no matter how well 
equipped in money, energy and knowledge, 
could accomplish the collection of this mass of 
documents, but by co-operation of all the 
governments such a work, although remaining 
one of almost immeasurable difficulty, might be 
brought within the limits of possibility. 

The International Literary and Artistic Asso- 
ciation is resolved to carry out this vast under- 
taking, being fully convinced that every enter- 
prise of acknowledged benefit can be made 
practicable intime. The first draft of this enter- 
prise was submitted during the Congresses held 
at Barcelona, Milan and Antwerp, and the sub- 
ject will be brought in far better shape before 
the Congress of the Association at Dresden in 
September. The Association therefore makesa 
special appeal to authors, artists and scientists 
to be represented at the Congress and to give 

‘their moral support if not more effective aid, 
to the great work. It also calls upon them, 
through societies or individual representa- 
tives to present as many arguments for the 
undertaking as possible. Such communications 
should be addressed to M. Jules Lermina, Sec- 
retary, No. 17 Rue du Faubourg-Montmartre, 
Paris. A full account of all the work accom- 
plished by this active Association founded by 
Victor Hugo appeared in 1889 at the time of 
the Paris Exhibition, published by the Biblio- 
théque Chacornac, 11 Quai St. Michel, Paris. 





A PROPOSED CONSOLIDATION OF 
PAPER-MAKERS. 


Ir became known on the 27th inst. in Wall 
Street that some of the manufacturers of paper 
for newspaper use have been planning to form 
a combination with a big capital. Their repre- 
sentatives, according to the Mew York Tribune, 
“have been talking with Wall Street men with 
reference to financial plans. Some of those in 
the movement are reported to be the Manufac- 
turers’ Paper Company, represented by K. B. 
Fullerton; the Fall Mountain Paper Company, 
represented by a Mr. Russell; the Niagara 


Falls Paper Company, represented by a Mr. 
Norcross; the Rumford Falls Paper Company, 
and the Glenn Manufacturing Company. There 
are also understood to be other companies, fif- 
teen or twenty in all, mostly situated in New 
England and New York, which would go in 
should the project come to a head. So far 
nothing definite has been settled. There has 
been talk of a capitalization of $20,000,000, with 
$10,000,000 in bonds. The combination, if 
formed, would probably be a big newspaper 
paper trust, and possibly, if its shares were 
listed on the Stock Exchange, might rival other 
big Industrials as a subject for active specula- 
tion.” 





LEWIS VAN ANTWERP. 


Lewis VAN ANTWERP, of whose death we 
gave notice in our last week’s issue, and whose 
portrait we print in this issue by courtesy of the 
American Book Company, was born in New 
York City on January 1, 1821, and comes of old 
Knickerbocker stock, his family being prominent 
among the old Dutch settlers prior to 1690. 
Left an orphan at a very early age, he was 
brought up in his grandfather’s house and was 
educated at Columbia and Amherst. 

While still a very young man he went to Au- 
gusta, Ky., where he passed a number of sum- 
mers, going South for the winters. He settled 
in Cincinnati in 1849, and in 1850 married Miss 
Maria F. Cleneay, daughter of Joseph Cleneay, 
Esq. 

In 1851 he entered the office of Winthrop B. 
Smith & Co., becoming a junior partner in 1868, 
when the firm changed its name to Wilson, 
Hinkle & Co. 

Mr. Van Antwerp became the head of the 
firm in 1877, when it was again reorganized 
under the name of Van Antwerp, Bragg & Co, 
and he continued to hold this responsible posi- 
tion until January 1, 1890, a few months prior 
to the formation of the American Book Com- 
pany, a consolidation of prominent school-book 
publishing houses, including Van Antwerp, 
Bragg & Co. 

Mr. Van Antwerp was of a quiet, retiring 
disposition, greatly preferring the pleasures of 
family life to the bustle of public affairs. It 
was only with the greatest difficulty that his 
friends induced, some years ago, him to accept 
the office of Mayor of Avondale. 

He was a warm-hearted, open-handed man, 
but, as was natural with one of his disposition, 
his works of benevolence and charity were but 
little known even to his family, but his deeds 
of kindness and generosity to the poor and 
those in need of sympathy were without num- 
ber.

A REMEDY FOR UNDERSELLING, ETC.

To the Editor ef The Publishers’ Weekly. 


DEAR Sir: Regarding the subject of present 
demoralization of the book trade, we believe 
that the plan presented herewith will rem- 
edy to a large extent some of the evils, viz.: 
Let the publishers fx the sedling price and com- 
pel purchasers by contract not to break prices 
for one year after publication. After that, op- 
portunity can be secured to work off shop-worn 
copies and those which have not sold. We 
think that publishérs should shorten discounts 
to 20 per cent., and then the public will feel that 
they are dealt fairly with. The publishers 
should compel jodéers also to sign an agree- 
ment to sell only to those booksellers who have 
signed a publisher’s agreement. Have the pub- 
lishers advertise a book, price $1.25, postage 
10c. This would not discriminate against the 
bookseller. Let the one-year fixed price plan 
be applied to holiday editions. We do not see 
the weakness of the above plan, and we believe 
three leading publishers could put it through.

COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 
A CURIOSITY OF COPYRIGHT INFRINGEMENT. 


It is not often that a publisher infringes his 
own copyright, but this is what seems to be 
happening in one case in Canada just now. 
W. J. Gage, of Toronto, possesses from the 
English publishers of Ruskin the sole right to 
produce in that country that author’s ‘‘ Sesame 
and Lilies.” This little book is much used as 
a text-book in schools and colleges. Mr. Gage’s 
edition of it has therefore supplied the demand. 
As no other work of Ruskin is similarly affected, 
editions of his booksissued inthe United States 
are sold also. But when any such edition con- 
tained ‘‘Sesame and Lilies,’’ that particular 
volume had to be withdrawn by the booksell- 
ers. Lately Mr. Gage has put a new edition 
of ‘‘ Sesame and Lilies”’ on the market, but it is 
a New York book, and does not bear the name 
of his firm onthe title-page. Technically, there- 
fore, it infringes his Canadian edition, but as 
Mr. Gage supplies the trade himself, he can 
have no redress against them, and, as it is a 
sound axiom in law that a man can’t take an 
action against himself, he is at perfect liberty, 
apparently, to keep oninfringing his own copy- 
right. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


RICHARD GENEE, the German operetta writer 
and author of ‘‘ Nanon”’ and other equally pop- 
ular comic operas, died in Vienna June 17. 
He was born in Dantzig, February 7, 1823. 


LATER reports confirm the death of Frederick 
Locker-Lampson on May 28, af his country 
seat, ‘‘ Rowfant,” Crawley, Sussex, Eng. He 
was born in 1821, his father being Edward 
Hawke Locker, F.R.S. In 1850 he married a 
daughter of the seventh Earl of Elgin, of 


marbles fame. In 1874 he married the daugh- 
ter of Sir Curtis Lampson, whose name he 
added to his own. His daughter by his first 
wife married, first, Lionel Tennyson, a son 
of the Poet-Laureate, and, secondly, Augus- 
tine Birrell, M.P., the essayist. Mr. Locker 
was a versatile writer, and his vers de socitéte 
and lyrics have spread his fame far. His 
best-known works, besides his ‘‘ London Ly- 
rics” (1857), are ‘‘ Lyra Elegantiarum : a col- 
lection,” and ‘‘ Patchwork,” partly original, 
partly selected. His library of works of the 
Elizabethan period inspired Andrew Lang’s 
ballad to ‘‘ The Rowfant Books,” and gave its 
name to a club of book-lovers in Cleveland, 0. 


GEORGE BENTLEY, whose death on May 31 we 
briefly chronlcled on the 8th inst,, was born in 
1828, and had been atthe head of the great busi- 
ness, so honorably associated with the best tra- 
ditions of publishing in England, since 1867, 
when his father resigned the management. 
He edited Zempl/e Bar for a quarter of a cen- 
tury, continuing almost to the day of his 
death. TZemple Bar, which grew out of Bent- 
ley’s Miscellany, and which Mr. G. A. Sala 


-edited for a time, is one of the most attractive 


of English magazines. Its biographical and 
literary articles are a distinct feature in period- 
ical literature, and have a high reputation. 
The popularity and success of Zemple Bar have 
been due to the editor himself, as well as to his 
contributors. The firm published the works of 
many celebrated writers, and several books 
that made something of a sensation on their 
appearance were accepted after Mr. Bentley 
had himself read the manuscripts. He had re- 
markable shrewdness in judging of the tastes 
of the public, especially in regard to fiction. 
He recognized the merits of Mrs. Henry Wood 
before the great body of readers had pronounced 
in her favor, and Miss Marie Corelli was also 
one of his discoveries. Among other novel- 
ists for whom Messrs. Bentley have pub- 
lished during recent years may be mentioned 
Miss Broughton, Mr. W. E. Norris, Mrs. Riddle, 
Miss Carey, Mrs. Alexander, Maarten Maar, 
tens, and Miss Florence Montgomery. In gen- 
eral literature the firm’s publications are well 
known, but special mention may ‘be made of 
memoirs, reminiscences, and biographies, by 
such writers as Mr. W. P. Frith, the late Ser- 
jeant Ballantine, and Mr. and Mrs. Bancroft. 





NOTES ON AUTHORS. 


NOVELISTS seem gradually to be adopting a 
modified form of issuing their fiction serially, 
and elaborating it for publication in book form. 
For instance, people who have been reading 
‘‘Hearts Insurgent,” in Harper's Magazinz, will 
hardly know it when it makes its appearance in 
book form. The story was considerably con- 
tracted for the purpose of serial publication. 
A story will thus have two lives at least. 


‘EMILE ZOLA contemplates coming to America.
